TO MOVE THE TROOPS SOUTH.

being sent to Cuba. The movement 
from here will begin in about two 
weeks, and will be completed with the 
least possible delay.

i'HERE WAS NO LAS MANAGEMENT 


W ashington, Oct. 5.*—The w ar inves­ 
tigating commission began the taking 
of 
testim ony 
yesterday, and 
Major 
General W heeler w as on the stand the 
greater p art of the day. 
There was a 
full attendance of the commission, and 
the doors of the room in which the in­ 
quiry is conducted were for the first 
time opened to representatives of the 
press. 


General W heeler’s testim ony covered 
the case of the soldiers at the two im ­ 
portant points of Santiago and Wikoff. 
H e said with reference to the conduct 
of affairs at Santiago th at there has 
necessarily* been some suffering in the 
trenches, but th at General Shafter had 
exercised the utm ost effort to protect 
his men. 
There had been, he said, a 
shortage of land transportation, facili­ 
ties for a time and there had been no 
tents for a week. The roads were very 
fair. 
He revealed for the first time 
th a t he had some feeling over the fact 
th a t his command had been given the 
fourth place in General S>after's order 
for the landing at Santiago, wh *n he 
had thought he w as entitled to be al­ 
lowed to land first, on account of his 
rank. 


The officers and passengers declare 
th a t the coolness displayed by the men 
was wonderful. They all knew th a t the 
ship w as carrying a large consignm ent 
of ammunition, but they worked and 
behaved with as m uch self possession 
as though on parade. 


As soon as the fire w as discovered 
the Obdam’s captain sum m oned the 
m ilitary officers and consulted with 
them as to the best course. All were 
anxious to continue on the voyage, but 
they decided th a t the danger of an ex­ 
plosion was too great. 
N othing re­ 
mained but to return to Santiago. Cap­ 
tain Baker, captain of the port here, 
immediately set 200 men to w ork a t the 
pum ps and soon began to get the fire 
under control. 


Spontaneous combustion is believed 
to have been the cause.

TO MOVE THE TROOrS SOUTH.

Middletown, Fa., Oct. 3.—The Second 
army corps will be shipped from Camp 
Meade to Anniston, Ala., prepatory to 
being sent to Cuba. The movement 
from here will begin in about two 
weeks, and will be completed with the 
least possible delay. The first division, 
to which the Eighth, Thirteenth, F o ur­ 
teenth * and 
Fifteenth 
Pennsylvania 
regiments are attached, will get away 
first. This division is in com m and of 
General S. M. B. Young, and will be 
stationed a t Anniston about a month 
and then forwerded to Cuba.

W ilkesbarre, Pa., Oct. 3.—A fire broke 
out Saturday a t the Midvale mine of 
the Lehigh Valley Coal company, at 
North W ilkesbarre, and for a time the 
lives of some 50 men were in danger. 
The fire w as a t a point 3,500 feet from 
the foot of the slope, and in a p art of 
the mine where there are a few open­ 
ings. All but five of the men escaped, 
although a determined effort w as made 
to reach them before they were suffo­ 
cated.

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ON SPECIAL DUTY. 


An Episode of the Siege of Boston.

On the second day of January, 1776, 


I was handed a communication to the 
effect, that' 'Captain Nathaniel Gushing 
ia requested to present himself at 
headquarters at 2 o'clock tomorrow 
afternoon to receive instructions from 
Genial Washington in regard to 
special duty in Bo:ton." 
To ex- 


plain how I became a captain in 
the Continental army aud the rea- 
son I was selected for special service, 
it will be necessary to go back several 
months. 


Before the war began I was a peace- 


ful resident of Boston. I had been 
well educated by my father, he having 
gone to England wbeu a young man 
to study there. He also, for seeing 
that there must be war between us 
and the mother country, taught me 
the use of arms, so that I became very 
proficient, especially with the sword. 
My fencing was improved from another 
source. 
At a social gathering in '74 


I met a Frenchmen who had been a 
prominent figui-e in the French court 
and a famous and almost invincible 
swordsman. His last duel caused so 
much trouble that he left France to 
seek a fortune in the new world. This 
man took a liking to me and taught 
me the French method of fencing, 
but, being unwilling to drop the Eng- 
lish style wholly, I combined the two 
and always used a French dagger in 
my left hand. 
From this time on, in 


all friendly contests up to the begin- 
ning of the war, I was never bested, 
but what I could do in actual conflict 
•was yet to appear. 


On the morning of the 19th of 


April, 1775, I learned that an expedi- 
tion had left Boston to destroy mili- 
tary stores at Concc.-d and was not 
much surprised to hear later that 
there had been a fight. I saw some ot 
the returning men the next day, and 
they were in a bad condition. Many 
of them were wounded, and all were 
dusty and half dead with fatigue. 


About two weeks after this I packed 


tip some of my clothing aud other 
property and quietly slipped out of 
fue town, armed with a letter of intro- 
duction from my father to Colonel 
William Prescott. At this time I was 
25 years of age and very strong and 
active. 


To explain directly my service with 


General Wcshington, I must come 
down to that glorious day, June 17, 
1775,and the fight on Breed's Hill, 
BOW called the battle of Bunker Hill. 
We worked hard the night before and 
continued throwing np defences in the 
morning right nnder flreof the man-of- 
war Falcon in the stream 
below. 


When, at last, almost 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon, the British troops started 
njp the hill all was finished. Colonel 
Frescott had appointed me to lieuten- 
ant, and I had command of a squad of 
men in the redoubt. As the attacking 
party came in shot of the work* they 
began to fire, and we had great diffi- 
culty in preventing our men from 
doing the same. 
One or two excited 


Americans did fire and many more 
brought their gnns down to take aim. 
Without thinking of the consequences 
I jumped np on the parapet and ran 
along kicking up the guns and thus 
prevented their discharge. I forgot 
all about the enemy, but they were 
brought forcibly to my mind as I 
jumped down, for a bullet struck the 
silver handle of my sword. My na:ae 
was engraved on the sword-hilt, and I 
found that the ball had cut off the last 
three letters, leaving it "Nathaniel 
Cush 
." I paid no attention to 


this then, but it afterwards did me a 
Rood turn. This was the act for which 
Colonel Prescott saw fit to promote me 
to the } osition of captain and later 
recommended me to General Wasbiug- 
ton. 
When the latter took command 


of the army he honored me with a 
place ou his staff. 
The rest of the 


battle is a matter of familiar historv 
now, so I need speak no further about 
it. And now, having explained uiy 
position,! wiH go on with my st .ry. 


When I presented myself at the 


headquarters of General Washington 
ou the afternoon of January :? he 
greeted me pleasantly ami immediately 
stated what lie desired me to <lo. 
"There is «ouie danger ia the trip I 
wish you to take, captain," lie said, 
"but with your usual careful n»<l in- 
telligent work J thiuk you uee<l have 
oo trouble. 
Take a boat tonight, 


which I «ill have ready with sufficient 
men at the water's edge, off Potter's 
Hill, J>0rchester Neck, and go across 
to Boston. I have yon go from there 
becausp no enemy wi.l be expected 
floin that side. 
Go around the South 


Battery, and you 
•will find a quiet 


place to land just beyond. From there 
make your way to the house of Samnel 
Peikin, oa TreAinuir.it street 


opposite the 
King's Chapel. 
He 


knows you, and at the door in the 
rear of the house will be prepared to 
deliver some papers relating to the 
condition of the town. After you have 
received these find out for yourself as 
much as possible .about the condition 
of the people and the plans of the 
British. The best way to do this lat- 
ter is to hear the conversation of the 
English officers, 
if you are captured 


you will be hung without delay, but 
I rely on you and shall expect you 
back safely." 


In accordance with these directions 


I was rowed quietly across the bay 
about 7 o'clock, making a wide circuit 
of the Battery. 
The night was cold 


and cloudy, and there was not much 
danger of being seen. Although mid- 
winter there was no snow on. the 
ground. A lauding was made without 
difficulty ou the beach near Milk 
street, and, leaving orders for the boat 
to wait, I started quickly up towards 
the centre of the town. I did not ex- 
pect any trouble in the first part of 
my duty. 
Many people were about, 


the men being dressed just as I was, 
for, of course, I did not wear my uni- 
form, and the streets were dark in 
spite of the lamps put up by the se- 
lectmen at long intervals. 
I was 


armed only with my sword and dag- 
ger, and these would cause no com- 
ment, because it was a common cus- 
tom to wear ornamental rapiers, al- 
though few of them would be service- 
able in combat. 


On turning into Marlborough street 


I came upon the old Province House, 
the residence of General Gage, the 
governor. 
Here, almost two months 


later, an event happened that caused 
a laugh 
to go through the entire 


American army when it became known. 
The soldiers celebrated Feb. 22,1776, 
in honor of General Washington, it 
being his first birthday anniversary 
while with the army. The men were 
greatly amused to hear -that the Brit- 
ish had 
unintentionally done the 


same. This celebration was in the 
form of a grand ball, the most impor- 
tant and last of the season ia the 
Province House, called the Queen's 
ball. 


I kept to the right, by the Old South 


Meeting House, and then crossed over 
and went up School street to Trea- 
monnt Here I found the Perkins 
house without trouble and, going cau- 
tiously to the rear, knocked on the 
door. It was opened by a middle- 
aged man, who said softly before I had 
time to speak: "Oh, it's you, cap tain, 
is it? Come in here. Don't make 
any noise." Istepped.inside the porch, 
and he left me, but soon came back 
with a small paper packet. "Here 
are the papers," he said in a whisper; 
"now get out of Boston as soon as 
you can." 
"But I was told to look 


around a little," I answered. "If you 
stay here after 10 you will be captured, 
for General Gage has issued orders 
for the arrest of anyone found in the 
streets after 10 o'clock without a pass 
from him," said the man, whom I now 
know was Samuel Perkins. "All 
right, "I replied, "I'll get away by 
that time. 
Good night" 
"Good 


night and good luck to you," he whis- 
pered back, and then, after putting 
the papers in an inside pocket, I left 
him and went out on the street 


After thinking the matter over I 


had come to the conclusion that the 
best place to overhear conversation 
relating to the condition of the town 
would be in the riding school the Brit- 
ish officers had established iu the Old 
South Meeting House. So, when I 
reached this place, I entered boldly 
with the other spectators aud went 
upstairs to the balcony. Seeing a 
vacant seat behind several officers, I 
sat down there without disturbing 
them. They were wntchiug the riders 
below, who were then racing their 


he sent over Major Kuowlton, who 
commanded the rail fence ou the day 
of the battle on Breed's Hill, aud the 
major binned Heverul buildings, in- 
cluding a bakehouse, an 1 captured a 
number of prisoners. 
This raid 


caused a teneral alarm in Boston and 
broke up Ihe play in Fuueuil hall. 


A ffhort time before 10 the specta- 


tors %egan to leave the church. As 
the o Jicers iu front of me arose, one 
of them turned around and gave a 
surprised start. 
Without looking 


straight at him, I could see that he 
was eyeing me sharply, and I knew 
at once that he must have seen me 
somewhere before. 
To give him the 


impression that I was an acquaintance 
whom he had met iuthe town, I looked 
up and bowed with a "Good evening, 
lieutenant." 
He returned my bow, 


saying, "Pardon me, but will you 
please tell me who you are?" 
"I am 


a citizen of Boston," I answered. The 
lieutenant looked at me, as it' trying 
to remember where we had met, and 
then it flashed across iny mind why 
bis face seemed so familiar to me. 
When the British came over the re- 
doubt on the third charge at Bunker 
Hill I had a personal encounter with 
an officer whom I afterwards heard 
was Lieutenant John Barry,who came 
over ou the Cerberus with General 
Clinton in May, 1775. He had a rep- 
utation of sincerely hating everything 
American, and this was the man who 
now stood before me. 
Our duel on 


the hill was short, but very sharp, and 
ended in niy wounding him. As he 
fell and I joined the retreat he called 
out, "I'll kill yon on sight for this if 
we ever meet again!" You may be 
sure I was not in a comfortable frame 
of mind at this recollection. I saw 
that if he remembered me something 
desperate would have to be done and 
so looked around quickly for some 
:hance to escape. Only ten feet away 
was a heavy door, standing open, 
which led to the belfry above. I knew 
;his had bolts on the other side and 
resolved to take chances iu that direc- 
tion. 


When I told the lieutenant I was a 


citizen, the other officers drew around 
and asked my name. I was about to 
give a fictitious name when Barry cried 
out, "Seize that man! He fought 
against us at Bunker Hill!" I struck 
out with both fists to make an opening 
and knocked down two of the officers. 
In an instant I was through the door 
aud had it locked on the inside. 
My 


purpose was to cnt off the bell rope 
and use that to escape with while the 
door was being broken open, but when 
I went upstairs I found a coil of rope, 
so I took that instead. 


I opened a belfry window and, after 


fastening the rope, slid gown on the 
roof below. Here I cut off the rope 
with iny dagger as high as I could 
reach and left the end hanging, run-' 
niug along the roof to the rear with 
the rest. I fastened the rope to a pro- 


u&iiig the pas* (o get by any guards I 
should meet. At tho first lamp in the 
street 1 stopped to read the pass. It 
ran as follows: 
Head Quarters,Boston,3rd Jan.,1776. 


The bearer, Nath'l Cushman, citi- 


zen, has His Excellency the Coin- 
matider-in-Chief's permission to go 
about inside the advanced lines at any 
time between the hours of 10 and 12 
tonight. 
JA: UBQUHABT, 


Town Major. 


To all concerned. 


I smiled as I thought how near 


Nathaniel Cushman was to my name 
and after putting the paper away 
started on. At Water street I was 
challenged by a guard and showed 
him the pass, which he took under a 
light to read. "Are you Nathaniel 
Cushman?" he asked. I answered 
"Yes." He didn't seem to be satis- 
fied, but said, "How do I know you 
are? Can you prove it?" I had a 
habit of standing with the weight of 
my body on my right foot and my left 
hand on the hilt of nay sword. As I 
stood trying to think of some plan of 
action I assumed this position and one 
finger came in contact with the dent 
mad« by the bullet at Bunker Hill. 
f'Yef,"T. replied, "here is my name 
engjr*Ted here,' and I drew my sword, 
"except that part of it has been 
rubbed out by a rebel bullet." He 
read the words on the handle, "Nathan- 
iel Cush 
" and then thought a mo- 


ment, while I stood with the rapier in 
my right hand. Then he said, "I 
suppose you're all right. Go along." 
He never knew it, but these words 
saved his life, for I was all ready to 
run him through if he decided to ar 
rest me or call for help. I proceeded 
on my way, while the guard went up 
Water street, and soou came neai 
where my boat was. I was congratu- 
lating myself on my escape, when 


horses around the floor and jumping 
them over a bar fixed just in front of 
the pnlpit ami discussing the merits 
of various men. This «li<l not interest 
me, but I listened more attentively 
\\ hen one asked. "Are yon going to 
the performance iu Faneuil hall next 
Monday, Frank?'' 
"What's that?" 


"Why, General Burgoyne's play, 'The 
Blockade of Boston.' AH the officers 
in the town will be there, and most of 
those at the works in Chailestown 
will come over." This bit of informa- 
tion was of use to the American cause 
when I made it known. General Sul- 
livan had planned a raid on Charles- 
town several days befoie I left the 
camp, but the ice on the river was not 
hard enough to allow the men to cross 
on it, and so the plan was given nj\ 
Taking advantage of the thick ice an<l 
the absence of the officers in Boslon 
oa the night of llie play, Ja^ujry S, 


jectiou and, crawling over the edge, 
slid to the ground without the least 
trouble. 
Running up towards the 


front of the church I dropped one of 
my gloves, which I had worn up to this 
time, in Milk street and the other 
aronnd the corner on Marlborough 
street. I did this to give pursuers the 
idea that I had gone towards the com- 
mon, as that was the most likely place 
for a man to try to escape to the op- 
posite shore. This ruse, as I subse- 
quently learned from a deserter, worked 
perfectly. 
The gloves were of an un- 


usual color and having been uoticed 
by the officers in the church were rec- 
ognized when 
found. 
Lieutenant 


Barry was so anxious to capture me 
himself that he neglected to have the 
guards warned to be on the watch, 
and this was another thing in iny 
favor. 


After dropping uiy gloves I ran 


through a lane below the church to 
Water street. 
I intended to work my 


way down to the boat from there, but, 
after eluding several guards, I found 
myself in King street by the Towu 
House, called the State House after 
the war. Here I was startled by a 
cry of "Halt! Who goes there?" I 
was just gettiug ready to run when an 
answer came from in front of the 
building. "Citizen, 
with a pass." 


"Come here aad show it," ordered the 
guard. 
As you may know, the Town 


House is set right in the middle of 
King street with an open space all 
around it. I went around in this 
space to a position where I could see 
the two men without being seen by 
them. 
The guard looked at the pass, 


said "all right" aud then, giving it 
back, went up Queen street out of 
Mght. 
I watched the citizen while he 


stood still, with n bundle on the ground 
at his feet, carefully folding the paper 
up, an.1 the idea came into mr head 
that I could use that pasc. 
He was 


facing i»e,so I ranarouud the building 
lo t3ie other side. 
The man was just 


putting the pass iu his pocket as I 
came in sight again. I never liked to 
hit a man from behind, but this was a 
case of necessity, ami so I struck him 
hard, just behind the right ear, with 
my fist. He fell with hardly a sound, 
and I quickly tied his feet with his 
belt ami his hands behind him with 
tfce rope from the bundle he bad been 
carrying. 
In the bundle I found ft 


piece of cloth, among other thing*, 
anil tied this over the man's mouth to 
keep him from making any noise when 
he recovered. Then I secured the 
pa>s and placed him and hi* bundle in 
the deep «loo"^ay of the Town Honse. 


1 decided to go at once to the boat, 


heard the sound of a man 
along the street behind me. I sup- 
posed that the guard had changec 
his niind and was pursuing me, so 
started to run. Up to this time the 
sky had been cloudy, but now, as 1 
was running by a field, the moon came 
out brightly. 
I looked back and tva: 


astonished to see that my pursuer was 
none other than Lieutenant Barry. 
I 


thought our little affair might as well 
be settled now as any time and so 
turned into the field. I drew my 
sword and stood on guard waiting for 
my enemy. He came up panting and 
eeemed to be delighted to find me 
ready to fight. 


He came at me savagely, and as soon 


as our swords met, with a feint and a 
quick, strong turn of the wrist the 
Frenchman had taught me, I sent his 
weapon flying through the air, saying 
at the same time, "I noticed you were 
out of breath, lieutenant. We will go 
on when you are in better condition." 
He glared at ine and went slowly to 
pick up his sword. We came together 
again, but this time he was more care- 
ful. 
We fought for some time and 


finding he was equal to me in English 
fencing I tried a little French. I had 
A dagger in my left hand, but had not 
used it up to this time. Now I lowered 
my sword, leaving my guard wide 
open. He thrust straight at my heart, 
as I expected he would, aud I turned 
his weapon out with my dagger. I 
meant to kill him then, but my action 
was so unexpected that he lost his bal- 
ance and fell, his sword leaving his 
hand and falling some distance away. 
I could see by the expression on his 
face that he expected to die then, but 
I waited for him to rise. When he 
did so he made no attempt to regain 
his rapier, but asked, bluntly, "What's 
your name?" 
"Captain 
Nathaniel 


Cushing," I replied, "aide-de-camp to 
General George Washington, com- 
mander-in-chief of the Continental 
army." "Well, captain,you're a gen- 
tlemen, and I'd like to shake hands 
with yon," and he did so. "Sow," 
he continued, -"I can't fight with a 
man who has spared my life twice, so 
I'll not bother you any more if you 
are willing to let matters drop." I 
gladly agreed to this,aud the lieuten- 
ant went back the way he had come, 
while I went to the boat. I never saw 
Barry agaiu, but heard from a pris- 
oner the next winter that he was killed 
iu the battle at Brooklyn,Long Island, 
ou Aug. 27 of the same year. 


The information furnished by the 


papers of Samuel Perkins was valu- 
able. In the packet was a map copied 
from the plan made by Lieutenant 
Page, an engineer of the British army, 
iu 1775. This included the town of 
Boston and all the intre:ichments and 
fortifications of the English army. 
It i 


showed General Washington so much 
tbnt he planned an assault ou the town 
to be made by crossing over on the 
ice from Koxbury and Cambridge in 
the latter part of February. This 
plan was disapproved by the tiela offi- 
cers in council of war, and so the gen- 
eral ijelnctantly abandonei it. In iic 
place he began to make preparations 
to fortify Dorchester Heights and 
Noddle's island and successfully car- 
ried his plans out, as is well known to 
everybody now.

Woodpeckers »ud Their Wars. 


Woodpeckers as a class form one of 


the most striking and easily distin- 
guished groups of birds, the entir« 
family conforming to a certain type to 
a remarkable degree. Probably each 
of the three hundred species could be 
safely described as a vigorous, muscu- 
lar, heavy-bodied bird, with long 
wings, close fitting plumage, and a 
strong, stiletto-shaped beak. 
Their 


legs and feet, like those of the par- 
rots, cuckoos, etc., formerly placed in 
the same order; are short and stout, 
with the outer toe turned backward 
parallel with the hind toe as an aid 
in climbing. In certain species, how- 
ever, this outer toe is entirely wanting. 
Their peculiar method of gaining a 
livelihood has develop ,d a tongue per- 
fectly adapted to their requirements; 
it is pointed and barbed at the tip for 
securing the larger insects, and is 
kept constantly coated with a mucous 
substance to which the smaller one3 
adhere. Ac the back of the mouth it 
divides, and passing each side of neck 
at the base of the skull is carried up 
over the top of the head, where the 
two portions join and are inserted in 
the right nostril. 
In 
the common 


hairy woodpecker, and possibly some 
others, it curves downward, and is 
wound about the bony case which pro- 
tects the right eye. the latter project- 
ing more than the left for its accom- 
modation. 
This double bow enables 


the bird to shoot upward and contract 
the barbed tip with wonderful velocity, 
while the mucus is applied each time 
from two large glands at each side of 
the throat.—Appleton's Popular Sci- 
ence Monthly for July. 


doantlng Photographs. 


Amateur photographers are often so 


situated that they must mount their 
own prints or leave them scattered 
about exposed to the danger of getting 
ost, torn or disfigured. The proper 
paste for mounting them is supposed 
o be unobtainable, save through ex- 
pert hands, and for this reason many 
valuable and interesting prints are 
wasted. The very best paste for mount- 
ng prints is made from ordinary laun- 
dry etarch, not the sort that comes in 
packages and is recommended for 
glossing, but the common kind. Put a 
leaping teaspoonfnl of this in a tin 
vessel, pour on a very little cold water 
o dissolve it, then add water enough 
o make it quite thin. Have ready a 
ittle boiling water, then stir this into 
he starch paste until the mixture first 
grows milky-looking, then transparent 
nd thick. Allow this to stand until 
t is cool and use at once as a paste 
or mounting prints. 
Apply with a 


rather thin, flat brush. Do not use any 
more than is required to coat the paper, 
and be specially careful to leave no 
lumps or puddles on the surface. Lift 
the print carefully and place it on the 
rard in precisely the position required. 
Commence at one edge and gently press 
the print with a paper cutter, or, for 
Jack of that a silver knife. This will 
remove all air bubbles and cause the 
print to adhere firmly to the card. Some 
paper requires rolling and burnishing; 
this may be done at any time, but it is 
better to u?e paper than does not need

PRINCE BISMARCK'S LIFE WAS ONE 


LONG COMBAT. 


l'e.< 1'lotnre of Germany'* Grand Old 


Alun—From tho Moment lie Kntvretl 
Public l,ife lie Fought for HI* View*— 
HU Oally Habits Were Very Simple. 
A sketch of Bismarck when he was 


in England has been left by the hand 
of au. English statesman, then and uf- 
terwnrd associated with him iu tho 
settlement of the affairs of Europe. 
"Though not to be described as a 
handsome iium," says this limner, 
"Bismarck's countenance was strik- 
ing; a brow of much intellectual de- 
velopment and a massive jaw. 
He 


•was tall, broad-shouldered, with a 
slender waist. 
His glauce was peue- 


tratiug and his smile a winning one. 
He was of an original, not to say ec- 
centric turn of mind. 
He was a fa- 


vorite iu English society, for he pos- 
sessed every quality that there con- 
duces to success. Of noble family and 
distinguished appearance, a dead shot 
and a consuuinjgte rider, he won the 
men. 
The ladies also approved of 


him aa an excellent waltzer, while he 
mixed with a badiuage gayly cynical a 
tone that could appeal ^oreespecjally 
to their^sex.'' At tKe same time he 
•was Tittle subject to feminine beauty, 
an'Jl it has been repeatedly declared 
that throughout all his long life, no 
serious scandal with women, ever at- 
tached itself to his name*. 
He hated 


clever women, though he acknowl- 
edged that he was greatly charmed 
with Queen Victoria as one of "the 
wisest stateswomen of the time." 
"I 


am not at all fond of women who med- 
dle with politics," he said on another 
occasion referring to Mme. Adam, 
"nothing can be more terrible than 
cioset intrigues which you cannot 
at and control." 


It was in 1889 that the German peo- 


ple were suddenly startled with the 
news of a most serious chancellor cri- 
sis. 
Hitherto these so-called cri- 


ses had always been created by a 
threat on the part of the Prince to re- 
sign xinless he had his own way—a 
threat which had always proved an ef- 
fective measure in "getting his own 
way" with the old Emperor. 
But 


William II, the new and ambitious 
young sovereign, treated this threat as 
a worn out old formula, and then even 
went so far as to express astonishment 
when the Prince did not carry it out. 
The chancellor, hoist, so to speak, 
with his own petard, yielded to the 
inevitable, and laid down the trust 
that had so long been his. The official 
"funeral," the sudden termination to 
this grand and historical career of 
more than a quarter of a century, has 
been graphically described. 


To Friedrichsruh Prince Bismarck 


retired and, described by one of his 
visitors, "his life, as in the case of 
Luther and Goethe, shows that it is 
just the domestic and family side 
which furnishes a suitable frame to 
the statesman's picture. 
An atmos- 


phere of serenity, tranquillity and 
grandeur pervades the rooms in which 
Prince Bismarck lives with his rela- 
tives and friends, and in which he re- 
ceives his countrymen from every part 
of the Fatherland." 


The Bismarck of 1898 fully looked 


his age of eighty-three years, except 
for his wonderfully keen and pene- 
trating eyes, which retained their old- 
time leonine and fiery gaze. 
The 


rest of the face was mummy-like and 
shrivelled. The skin was like parch- 
ment, the grasp of his hand feeble aud 
trembling, his voice shaky and tremu- 
lous, and the great body somewhat 
shrunken. But his mind showed no 
decay, and when he said something 
characteristically sarcastic or humor- 
ous, those wondrous eyes of his would 
twinkle and shine. 


Practically up to the last hours of 


his life he maintained a keen interest 
in poltics, especially home politics. 
The last Reichstag elections, for in- 
stance, claimed more of his attention 
than the war between Spain and the 
United States. 
German politics, in- 


tricate and iuvolved as they are, he 
had at his fingers' ends. Tariff ques- 
tions were his especial study. 


Every morning his secretary went 


through the mass of newspapers aud 
periodicals received, and bine pen- 
cilled all articles which he believe! 
would interest his chief. 


His daily habits were simple. • He 


was always a late riser and of recent 
years, owing to his inability to sleep 
until late at night, he often did not 
get up until 11 o'clock or later. 


In fine weather aud with health per- 


mitting, he would ride through th* 
Iprge and beautiful forest on his es- 
tate in the early hours of the after- 
noon. 
This was one of the great 


events at Friedrichsrub, the whole 
population gathering at the principal 
gate of his park to see him off and to 
cheer. 
But it had been some time 


since he was able to take this ride.

along its edges projecting wire-like 
crystals, which have branching fila- 
ments issuing from them, apparently 
at right angles, resembling somewhat 
the groups of minute crystals seen iu 
crystallized iron, gold and ainuaouium 
chloride. 


That the cinematograph is now 
n, 


valuable aid to scientific investigations 
was shown in the eclipse observations 
last month in India, and now Profes- 
sor Flammarion, the well-know Fre-nch 
astronomer, has Tised a cinematograph 
to take during the night a continuous 
series of pictures showing sunset, the 
appearance of the stars, the milky 
way, m'oonrise and the moon's motion 
in the sky. 


THE TORPEDO IN WAR. 


Its Disastrous Effect in an Encounter Off 


the Coast of Cbili. 


One of the conspicuous elements of 


the torpedo's value is the fear which 
its use excites. The fact that its lo- 
cation is secret and its attacks well- 
nigh irresistible gives it a power of 
intimidation out of all proportion to 
its actual potency and makes fleets un- 
willing to face it. It caused terror 
and demoralization at the battle of 
Lissa,and later, in the Franco-German 
war of 1871, the French fleet was ac- 
tually frightened out of Prussian ports 
by the rumor and belief that numer- 
ous torpedoes had been planted for 
their reception. A striking instance 
of the effectiveness of the torpedo is 
found in the sinking of the Blanco 
Encalada in Chili from injuries thus 
inflicted- during the 
revolution of 


1891. 
The whole of President Bai- 


maceda's fleet present had joined the 
insurgents when suddenly his two 
swift torpedo vessels, the Lynch and 
Condell, arrived at Valparaiso. 
They 


were armed with two 14-pounder guns 
and four torpedo tubes. 
They imme- 


diately attacked the Blanco Encalada, 
and the ironclad was taken completely 
by surprise. She had rio protective 
net out, and no guard boats were'pa- 
trolling, while a portion of the crew 
was on shore. After two or three 
futile attempts the Lynch approached 
the Encalada within 
50 yards and 


discharged a torpedo, which struck 
the ironclad abreast the engine room. 
The explosion was tremendous. Many 
were killed, and the ship keeled over 
and sank in five minutes. The tor- 
pedo used carried a charge of about 
50 pounds of guncotton. Neithej of 
the attacking boats was injured, and 
this fact and the demonstration that 
such a charge of guucotton striking a 
vessel in a vital part is irresistible, 
combined to give to the torpedo a 
prominence in naval equipment and 
warfare which it had not before pos- 
sessed.— Frank

Picturesque Havana. 


Havana is dilapidated and pictur- 


esque, and the traveler will find as 
much of the bizarre aud unique in » 
stroll up the Prado and about the les- 
ser streets a-s he has perhaps ever en- 
countered in a like distance anywhere. 
To me the most interesting hour in 
the day in one of those antique towns 
is in the very early morning, when 
the place is just getting awake and 
the hucksters are coming in. 


These country people arrive in all 


sorts of ways for the daily market. 
One group comes afoot, with tremen- 
dously heavy loads of fruits and vege- 
tables carelessly balanced 
on their 


heads or swung on their backs. Here 
is a swarthy fellow leading a horse 
bearing capacious reeded panniers of 
fruits and stalks of sugarcane. 


Lumbering wains came straining 


into town, drawn by heavy-necked 
jokes with restraining nose-hitches. 
A four-team of these cattle and their 
great cart will alone block the aver- 
age side street, so llie country ox- 
carts rarely get very far into town. 
When two of them meet there is an 
ably conducted debale on road rights 
and considerable native profanity. An 
ambulating haystack adds a pictur- 
esque touch to the scene and a breath 
from the fields. As the diminutive 
horse under the load swings down the 
way the grass often 
brushes the 


houses on either side and crowds the 
footmen to the extremity of the eight- 
een-inch sidewalks.—Woman's Home 
Companion.

EmTou ITICM.— 


Since my arrival home 


from Camp Hamiltui located at Lexing- 
ton, Ky., I heard all kinds of reports con- 
cerning the treatment oi soldiers at 
Chickamauga, where the 5th 1'a. Vol. 
was first located. So far as the 5th is 
concerned, the Commissary department 
of the army cannot be too highly praised. 
We received an abundance of nholesome 
rations, promptly, and whenever rations 
may have been received that were not 
quite up to the standard, were promptly 
exchanged by the Commissary depart- 
ment when the fact was made known. 
The trouble some of the Regiments and 
Companies experienced in getting their 
rations was undoubtedly due to ignor- 
ance in making out requisitions and in 
not promptly reporting any discrepan- 
cies or poor quality of rations that may 
have been received. The Quartermasters 
Department of the armv is also entitled 
to praise but the medicine department I 
think wras mismanaged. The sickness at 
Chickamauga was undoubtedly due to 
the bad climatic conditions, aggravated 
in many cases by a lack of observance of 
proper sanitary rules. The 5th Regiment 
;amp was as clean as it was possible to 
make it, and no pains were spared to live 
strictly up to the sanitary requirements. 
Great care was taken as to the digging 
of sinks and using disinfectants and we 
had camp imspectiou daily. It seems to 
me that the government instead of mus- 
tering out regiments loaded down with 
poor sick men, would do better to keep 
them in the service at some healthy 
northern camp until they £.re well and 
strong and enabled to work which they 
are noc, at present. To put these sick 


men, 
many of them without a cent in the 


world, upon the community to battle for 
a living, is a cruel thing and it is hoped 
the government will reconsider its deter- 
mination of discharging them in their 
weak and emaciated condition. I am in- 
clined to ascribe much of the difficulty to 
civilian unfamijiarhvy with the prescribed 
methods of army service required by law. 
It is quite possible that the rules have 
grown too complex for quick understand- 
ing by a novice, and the question of what 
should be done to remove this evil de- 
pends upon the decision of Congress, as 
to the future strength' of the army. If 
the established force is made large 
enough for our needs, we shall have in 
time a.corps of officers who understand 
their business. The 5th Regt arrived at 
Camp Hamilton, Ky., our last camp, in a 
badly broken-up "condition, 
suffering 


from the ills of Southern camp life, and

has arranged that money orders may be 
drawn upon the ollice at which they are 
issued, and they can tlieu be used as sav- 
ings banks at places where there arc no 
banks, or to pay local bills in place of 
checks, or to send money to a man resid- 
ing some miles distant but whose post 
ollice is the same as the sender's. 
The 


cheapness, safety and convenience of this 
way of sending money will tend to a gen- 
eral increase iu the use of money orders.

CUBAN FORESTS. 


An Immense Ainouut of Valuable Timber 


Land in the Island. 


Cuba still possesses sixteen million 


acres of virgin forest abounding in 
valuable timber, none of which is use- 
ful as coarse construction lumber, 
while - nearly every foot would be 
salable in the United States and bring 
high prices. 
Cuban mahogany aud 


cedar are particularly well known in 
the United States. 
The mahogany is 


very hard aud shows a nandsome 
grain, and is preferred by many to 
any other variety in common use. 
The moment Spain drops the reins of 
government in Cuba and trade rela- 
tions are re-established with the 
States, there will be a movement both 
inward and outward of forest products 
which will have a beneficial effect up- 
on the industry in both countries. 


First to feel the force of this move- 


ment towards rehabilitating Cuba will 
be the lumbering interests of the 
south Atlantic and gulf coasts. 
Prior 


to three years ago they looked upon 
Cuba as an excellent outlet for the 
coarse end of the mill cuts, and since 
that market has been closed to permit 
the prosecution of a most hideous and 
revolting war, the coarser grades of 
yellow pine produced at coast points 
have been marketed with great diffi- 
culty and seldom at a'profit. 
It is 


unfortunately true that Cuba will be 
unable to realize so promptly from a 
movement to re-establish her mahog- 
any and cedar trade, for it is claimed 
by prominent operators that the in- 
dustry has been so completely crippled 
by the ravages of war that a period of 
time running from twelve to eighteen 
months will be required before logs 
can be landed at ports in this country. 
It is hoped that all this may be ac- 
complished without shedding an addi- 
tional drop of blood. 
Prior to the 


war the annual net revenue of Cuba 
was §80,000,000. With peace restored 
it would hardly be better than $50,- 
000,000.—Lumbe: man's Pieview.

The value 
of other woods in their order, as as- 
certained, is as follows: "Fir 
-with 


0.99 heating power; nest follow the 
elm and pine with 0.98; willow, chest- 
nut and larch with 0.97; maple and 
spruce fir with 0.96; black poplar 
with 0.95; alder and white birch with 
0.94 only; then comes the hard oak 
with 0.92; the locust and the white 
beech with 0.91, and the red 
beech 


with 0.90. 
Hence hard wood heats

Probably the Healthiest Spot on Island. 
"Military Notes on Porto Rico, "pre- 


pared by the war department for the 
information of the army, contains the 
following description of Police: 


A city of 22,000 inhabitants, with a 


jurisdiction numbering 47,000, making 
it the most populous on the island. It 
is situated on the south coast of the 
island, on a plain, about two miles 
from the seaboard. 
It is the chief 


town of the judicial district of its 
name, and is seventy miles from San 
Juan. It is regularly built, the cen- 
tral part almost exclusively of brick 
houses and the suburbs of wood. It 
is the residence of the military com- 
mander, and the seat of aii official 
chamber of commerce. 


There is an appellate criminal court, 


besides other courts; two churches, 
one Protestant, said to be the only 
one in the Spanish West Indies, two 
hospitals besides the military hospital, 
a home of refuge for old and poor, 
two cemeteries, three asylums, several 
casinos, three theatres, a market, a 
municipal public library, three first- 
class hotels, three barracks, a park, 
gas works, a perfectly equipped fire 
department, a bank, thermal and nat- 
ural baths, etc. 


Commercially, Ponce is the second 


city of importance on the island. A 
fine road leads to the port (Playa), 
where all the import and export trade 
is transacted. 
Playa lias about 5000 


inhabitants, and here are situated the 
custom house, the office of the cap- 
tain of the port, and all the consular 
offices. 
The port is spacious and will 


hold vessels of twenty-five feet draft. 


The climate, on account of the sea 


breezes during the day and laud 
breezes at night, is not oppressive, 
but hot and dry ; and, as water for all 
purposes, including the fire depart- 
ment, is amply supplied by an aque- 
duct 4442 yards long, it is said that 
the city of Ponce is perhaps the health- 
iest place in the whole island. 
There 


is a stage coach to San Juan, Maya- 
guez, Guayama, etc. 
There is a rail- 


road to Yauco, a post-office and a tele- 
graph station. 


It is believed that Ponce was founded 


in 1600 ; it was given the title of villa 
in 1848, and in 1877 that of city. Of 
its thirty-four streets the best are 
Mayor, Salud, Villa, Vives, Marina, 
and Coniereio. The best squares are 
Principal and Las Delicias, which are 
sepaiated by the church of Nuestra 
Senora de Guadalupe. 
The church, 


as old as the town itself, began to be 
reconstructed in 1838 and was finished 
in 1847. It is eighty-six yards long 
by forty-three broad and has two stee- 
ples, rich altars, and fine ornaments. 
The Protestant church is of gothic 
architecture, of galvanized iron out- 
side and wood within; it was built in 
1874. 


The town hall, which also serves as 


a jail, is a good two-story building of 
masonry, and was finished in 1877. 
There are two barracks, one for in- 
fantry, with a capacity for 700 men, 
and another for cavalry. 
The former 


was constructed in 1849 and is two 
stories high, while the latter is a one- 
story structure belonging to the muni- 
cipal council. 


The military hospital, of masonry, 


is situated on Castillo street, and has 
a capacity for seventy patients. The 
smallpox and pestilential hospitala-are 


j more simple and are situated outside 
the city limits. The albergue de Tri- 
coche (hospital) was built with money 
left by Valentin Tricoche for this pur- 
pose in 1863. 
It is in the northern 


part of the town, is built of masonry 
on the doric order, with a porch sup- 
ported by doric columns. 
It has a 


capacity for sixty persons. 


The Damas asylum is built of ma- 


sonry, with an elegant porch, iron 
gate"and garden at its entrance. It is 
maintained by money left by various 
persons and brother charitable means, 
and will accommodate twelve men and 
twelve women, having besides four 
beds designed for M<-k seamen. 


The theatre is called the Pearl and 


it deserves this name, for it is the 
finest on the island. 
It has a sculp- 


tured porch, on the Byzantine order, 
with graceful columns. It is mostly 
built of iron and marble and cost over 
70,000 pesos. It is fifty-two yards 
deep by twenty-nine wide. 
The in- 


side is beautiful, the boxes and scats 
roomy and nicely decorated. It may, 
by a mechanical arrangement, be con- 
verted into a dancing hali. 


About one and one-eighth miles 


northeast of the town are the Qnin- 
tana thermal baths, in a building sur- 
rounded by pretty gardens. 
They are 


visited by sufferers from rheumatism 
and various other diseases. 


The city of Ponce proper has no 


military defenses, but in the bills to 
the north of the town a seiies of earth 
intrendrncnts have lately ?«•«•* con- 
Mtmot<»d. 
Wo"t of Ponce, whcic the 


rail i oa 1 and military road touch the 
f-lioie, earthworks lime been con- 
stiuctc-d to jr>ia d 1lii«> stiate^ie point. 
There aie nlront thirty mountain how- 
itzers in Ponce available for defense 
of the city and the railroad.

armed only with my sword and dag- 
ger, and these Avould cause no com- 
ment, because it Avas a common cus- 
tom to wear 
ornamental 
rapiers, al- 
though few of them would be service- 


but what I could do in actual conflict able in combat, 
was yet to appear. 
On turning into Marlborough street 


On tho morning of the 19th of I came upon the old Province House, 


April, 1775, I learned that an expedi- 
tion had left Boston to destroy mili- 
tary stores at Concci'd and Avas not 
much surprised to hear 
later that 
there had been a fight. I saw some ot 
the returning men the next day, and 
they Avere in a bad condition. 
Many 
of them Avere wounded, 
and all AA'ore 
dusty and half dead Avith fatigue. 


About tAvo Aveeks after this I jjacked 
up some of my clothing and 
other 


{)roperty and quietly slipped 
out of 
he town, armed Avitha letter of intro- 
duction from my father to 
Colonel 
William Prescott. 
At this time I Avas 
25 years of age and very strong and 
active. 


To explain directly my service Avith 
General 
Wcshington, I 
must 
come 
down to that glorious day, June 17, 
1775,and the fight on Breed's Hill, 
^ w called the battle of Bunker Hill. 
We worked hard the night before and 
continued throwing up defences in the 
morning right under firo of the man-of- 
war Falcon 
in the stream 
beloAv, 
When, at last, almost 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon, the British troops started 
up the hill all Avas 
finished. 
Colonel 
Prescott had aijpointed m e n lieuten- 
ant, and I had command of a squad of 
men in the redoubt. 
As the attacking 
party came in shot of the Avorki they 
began to fire, and we bad great diffi- 
culty in preventing our men from 
doing the same. 
One or two excited 
Americans did 
fire 
and many more 
brought their guns down to take aim. 
Without thinking of the consequences 
I jumped up on the parapet 
and ran 
along kicking up the guns 
and thus 
prevented their discharge. 
I 
forgot 
all about the enemy, but they were 


brought forcibly to my mind 
as 
jumped doAvn, for a bullet struck the 
silver handle of my sword. 
My na:ne 
was engraved on the sword-hilt, and 1 
found that tho ball had cut ofi' the last 
ttiree 
letters, 
leaving it ''Nathaniel 


Cush 
I paid no attention to 


this then, but it afterwards did me a 
good turn. This Avas the act for Avhich 
Colonel Prescott saw fit to promote me 
to the 1 osition of 
captain 
and 
later 
recommended me to (joneral Washing- 
ton. 
When tho latter took command 
of tho army he honored 
me Avith a 
jjlace on his 
stall'. 
The 
rest of 
the 
battle is a matter of 
familiar history 
now, so I need speak no further about 
it. 
And noAv, having oxpluiued 
my 
2)osition,I Avill go on with my stjiy. 


When I 
presoatod 
myself 
at tho 
headquarters of Uenernl Washington 
on the afternoon of January H he 
greeted me pleasantly and immediately 
stated 
Avhat he 
desired me to do. 
"There is .some danger iij tho trij} I 
Avish you to take, captain," he said, 
*'but Avith your usual careful and in- 
telligent work I think you need have 
uo trouble. 
Take a boat 
tonight, 
A\^hich I AS ill have ready with sullioient 
men at the water's edge, oil' Potter's 
Hill, J^orchester Neck, and go across 
to Boston. 
I have you go from there 
because no enemy wiil be expected 
from that side. 
Go around the {South 


Battery, 
and you 
Avill find a quiet 
j^iai'e to land juyt beyond. From there 
make ymir Avay to the house of »Samuel 
Perkins on Treaaiount street alm^ust on. the night of iho play, Ja:niary 


the residence of General 
Gage, the 
governor. 
Here, almost 
tAvo months 
later, an event happened that caused 
a laugh 
to go through the 
entire 
American armyAvhen it became known. 
The soldiers celebrated Feb. 22,1776, 
in honor of General 
Washington, it 
being his first birthday anniversary 
while with the army. 
The men Avere 
greatly amused to hear 'that the Brit- 
ish had 
unintentionally 
done 
the 
same. 
This celebration was in the 
form of a grand ball, the most impor- 
tant and last of the season 
in 
the 
Province House, called the 
Queen's 
ball. 


I kept to the right,by the Old South 
Meeting House, and then crossed over 
and Avent up School street to 
Trea- 
mount. 
Here I found the 
Perkins 
house Avithout trouble and, going cau- 
tiously to the rear, knocked 
on the 
door. 
It 
Avas opened by a middle- 
a^ed man,Avho said softly before I had 
time to speak: ''Oh, it's you,captain, 
is it? 
Come in here. 
Don't make 
any noise." Istepped^inside the porch, 
and he left me, but 
soon came back 
Avith a small paper packet. 
"Here 
are the impers," he said in a whisper; 
''now get out of Boston 
as soon as 
you can," 
"But I 
Avas told to look 
around a little," I answered, 
"If you 
stay here after 10 you will be captured, 
for General Gage has issued orders 
for the arrest of anyone found in the 
streets after 10 o'clock Avithout a pass 
from him," said the man, whom I noAv 
know 
was 
Samuel 
Perkins. 
"All 
right," I replied, "I'll 
get aAvay by 
that time. 
Good 
night," 
"Good 
night and good luck to you," he whis- 
pered back, and then, after putting 
the papers in an inside pocket, I left 
him and Avent out on the street. 


After thinking the 
matter over I 
had come to the conclusion that tho 
best i)lace to overhear conversation 
relating to tho condition of the town 
Avculd be in tho riding school the Brit- 
ish officers had established in the Old 
South Meeting House. 
So, Avhen I 
reached this place, I entered boldly 
Avith the other spectators 
and Avent 
uijstairs to the 
balcony. 
Seeing 
a 
vacant seat behind seA^eral officers, I 
sat doAvn there 
Avithout 
disturbing 
them. 
They wero Avatehing the riders 
below, 
Avho Avere then racing their 
horses around tho fioor and jumping 
them over a bar fixed just in front of 
the jiulpit and discussing the juerits 
of various men, 
Tliis did not interest 
me, but I 
listened more 
attentively 
Avhen one asked, "Are 
you going to 
the performance in Faneuil hall next 
Monday, Frank?" 
"What's 
that?" 
"Why, General Burgoyne's play, *The 
Blockade of Boston,' 
All the officers 
in the town will be there, and most of 
those at the Avorks in 
Charlestown 
Avill come over." 
This bit of informa- 
tion Avas of use to the, American cause 
Avhen I made it known. 
General Sul- 
livan had i)lanned a raid on 
Charles- 
toAvn several 
days before I left the 
camp, but the ice on the river Avas not 
liard eiiougli to allow the men to cross 
oji it, and so the plan was given uj>. 
Taking adA'antage of the thick ice and 
the absence of the officers in Boston 


he sent over Major Knowlton, Avho 
cotnmanded the rail fence on the day 
of tho battle on Breed's Hill, and the 
major burned several buildings, 
in- 
cluding a bakehouse, an 1 captured a 
number 
of 
prisoners. 
Tbis 
raid 
caused a *pneral alarm in Boston and 
broke up Ihe play in Faneuil hall. 


A phori. time before 10 the sjiecta- 
tors ^egan to leave the 
church. 
As 
the oilicers in front of me arose, one 
of thom 
turned around 
and gave a 
surprised 
start. 
Without 
looking 
straight at him, I 
could see that he 
was eyeing me sharply, and I knoAV 
at once that ho must have seen 
me 
somewhere before.' To give him the 
imjjression that I Avas an acquaintance 
Avhom he had met in the town, I looked 
up and boAved with a "Good evening, 
lieutenant." 
He returned 
my bow, 
saying, "Pardon 
me, but will you 
please tell me Avho you are?" 
" I am 
a citizen of Boston," lansAvered. The 
lieutenant looked at me, as if trying 
to remember Avhere AVO had 
mot, and 
then it flashed across my mind Avhy 
his faco seemed so familiar to me. 
When the British came over the re- 
doubt on the third charge at Bunker 
Hill I had a personal 
encounter 
A v i t h 
an officcr Avhom I 
afterwards 
heard 
Avas Lieutenant John Barry,Avho came 
OA'or ou the Cerberus 
Avith 
General 
Clinton in May, 1775. 
He had a rep- 
utation of sincerely hating everything 
American, and this Avas the man Avho 
noAv stood before me. 
Our duel on 
the hill Avas short,but very sharp, and 
ended in my Avounding him. 
As he 
fell and I joined the retreat 
he called 
out, "I'll kill you on sight for this if 
Ave ever meet again!" 
You may be 
sure I Avas not in a comfortable frame 
of mind at this recollection. 
I 
saw 
that if ho remembered me 
something 
desperate Avould have to be done and 
so looked around quickly for 
some 
chance to escape. 
Only ten feet aAvay 
Avas a heavy door, 
standing 
open, 
which led to the belfry above. I knew 
this had bolts on the other side and 
resoh'ed to take chances in that direc- 
tion. 


When I told the lieutenant I was a 
citizen, the other officers d r o A v around 
and asked my name. 
I Avas about to 
give a fictitious name Avhen Barry cried 
out, 
"Seize that man! 
He 
fought 
against us at Bunker Hill!" 
I struck 
out A v i t h both fists to make an opening 
and knocked down two of the officers. 
In an instant I Avas through 
the door 
and had it locked on the inside. 
My 
ptirpose Avas to cut off the 
bell rope 
and \ise that to escape with Avhile the 
door Avas being broken oiDen,but Avhen 
I Aveut upstairs I found a coil of roi^e, 
so I took that instead. 


I ojiened a belfry AvindoAv and, after 
fastening the rope, slid gOAvn on the 
roof belo\V, 
Here I cut off the roi)e 


A v i t h my dagcfer as high as I could 
reach and left the end hanging, run-' 
ning along the roof to the rear Avith 
the rest. I fastened the rojDe to a pro- 
jection and, crawling over the edge, 
slid to the ground Avithout the least 
trouble. 
liunniug up 
towards 
the 
front of the church I 
dropped one of 
my gloves, Avhich I had Avorn up to this 
time, .in Milk street and the other 
around the corner 
on 
Marlborough 
street. I did this to give pursuers the 
idea that I had gone toAvards the com- 
mon, as that Avas the most likely place 
for a man to try to escape to the op- 
posite shore. 
This ruse, as I subse- 
quently learned from a deserter, Avorked 
IDerfectly. 
The gloves Avere of an un- 
usual color and having been noticed 
by tho ofiioers in the church were rec- 
ognized 
Avhen 
found. 
Lieutenant 
Barry was so anxious to capture me 
himself that he neglected to have the 
guards warned to be on the Avatch, 
and this Avas another 
thing in my 
favor. 


After drojjpmg my gloves I 
ran 
through a lane beloAV the church to 
Water street. 
I intended to Avork my 
wa}' down to the boat from there, but, 
after eluding several guards, I found 
myself in King street by the 
T O A V U 
House, called tho State House after 
the war. 
Here I Avas startled 
by a 
cry of "Halt! 
Who goes there?" 
I 
was just getting ready to run Avhen an 
answei' came from in front of tho 
building, 
* ^Citizen, 
with a 
pass," 
"Come here and show it," ordered the 
guard. 
As you may know, the Town 
House is set right 
in the middle of 
King street Avith an oj^en space all 
around it, 
I 
Avent around 
in 
this 
space to a position Avhere I could see 
the two men without 
being seen by 
them. 
The guard looked at the pass, 
said "all right" and 
then, giving 
it 
back, Avent up Queen 
street 
out of 
hight. 
I Avatched the citizen Avhile he 
stood still, with a bundle on the ground 
at his feet, carefully folding the paper 
up, and the idea came into my head 
t h a t I could use t h a t 
pass. 
He 
was 
facing Hiojso I ran around the building 
to tljo other side. 
The man Avas just 
putting the pass in his pocket as I 
came in sight again, 
I never liked to 
hit a man from behind, but this Avas a 
case of necessity, and so I struck him 
hard, just behind the right ear, with 
my fist. Ho fell Avith hardly a sound, 
and I quickly tied his feet Avith his 
belt and his hands 
behind 
him Avith 
the rope from the bundle he had been 
carrying. 
In 
the bundle I found a 
piece of cloth, among other 
thingt, 
and tied this over the man's mouth to 
keep him from making any noise Avhen 
he recovered. 
Then 
I 
secured the 
pass and placed him and his bundle in 
the deep doorway of the Town House, 
1 decided to go at once to the boat, 


using the pasjt io get by any guards X 
should meet. 
At tho first lamp in the 
street I stopped to read the pass. 
It 
rau as folloAvs: 
Head Quarters,Boston,3rd Jan. ,177(5. 


The bearer, Nath'l Cushman, 
citi- 
zen, has His Excellency tho Com- 
mander-in-Chief's permission 
to go 
about inaide the advanced lines at any 
time betAveen the hours of 10 and 12

I smiled 
as I thought 
how 
near 
Nathaniel Cushman Avas to my name 
and after jHitting the paper 
away 
started on. 
At Water 
street I was 
challenged 
by a guard

Avhich ho took under a 
light to read. 
"Are you 
Nathaniel 
Cushman?" 
he asked, 
I 
answered 
"Yes." 
Ho didn't 
seem to be satis- 
fied, but said, "How do I know you 
are?

my body on my right foot and my left 
hand on the hilt of my SAvord. 
As I 
stood trying to think of some plan of 
action I assumed this position and one 
finger came in contact with tho dent 
mad^ by the bullet at Bunker Hill.

123roceeded 
on my Avay, Avhile the guard w e n t up 
Water street, 
and 
soon came 
near 
Avhere my boat Avas. 
I Avas congratu- 
lating myself on my escape, Avhen I 
heard the sound of a man 
running 
along the street 
b e h i n d 
me. 
I sup- 
posed that the guard had changed 
his mind and Avas pursuing me, so I 
started to run. 
Up to this time the 
sky had been 
cloudy, but now, as I 
Avas running by a field, the moon came 
out brightly.

He came at me savagely, and as soon 
as our SAvords met, Avith a feint and a 
quick, strong turn of the Avrist the 
Frenchman had taught me, I sent his 
Aveapon flying through the air, saying 
at the same time, " I noticed you Avere 
out of breath, lieutenant. 
We Avill go 
on Avhenyou are in better condition." 
He glared at me and 
Avent sloAvly to 
pick up his SAvord. 
We came together 
again, but this time he Avas more care-

that he jjlanned an assault on the toAvn 
to be made by crossing over on the 
ice from Koxbury and Cambridge in 
the latter 
part of February.

cers in council of Avjir, and so the gen- 
eral r/iluctantly abandoned it. 
In hn 
Ijlace he began to make 
preparations 
to fortify Dorchester 
Heights 
and 
Noddle's island and successfully car- 
ried his plans out, as is well known to 
everybody now.

W o o d p e c k e r s fcud Thoir W a y s . 


Woodpeckers as a class form one ol 
the most striking and easily distin- 
guished groups of 
birds, the entiri 
family conforming to a certain type to 
a remarkable degree. 
Probably each 
of the three hundred species could be 
safely described as a vigorous, muscu- 
lar. heavy-bodied 
bird, 
with 
long 
wings, close 
fitting 
plumage, and 
a 
strong, stiletto-shaped beak. 
Their 
legs and feet. like those ot the par- 
rots. cuckoos, ctc., formerly placed lu 
the same order^ are short and stout, 
with the outer toe turned backward 
parallel with the hind toe as an aid 
in climbing. 
In certain species, how- 
e\'-er. this outer toe Is entirely wanting. 
Their peculiar method of gaining a 
livelihood has developed a tongue per- 
fectly adapted to their requirements; 
It is pointed and barbed at the tip for 
securing the larger insects, and 
Is 
kept constantly coated with a mucous 
substance to which the anialler ones 
adhere. 
A¿ the back of the mouth it 
divides, and passing each side of neck 
at the base of the skull Is carried up 
over the top of the head, where the 
two portions join and are Inserted in 
the right nostril. 
In 
the common 
hairy woodpecker, and possibly some 
others, it curves downward, and 
Is 
wound about the bony case which pro- 
tects the rli;ht eye. the latter project- 
ing more than the left for Its accom- 
modation. 
This double bow enables 
the bird to shoot upward and contract 
the barbed tip with Avonderful velocity, 
while the mucus Is applied eaoh time 
from two large glands at each side of 
the 
throat.—Appleton's 
Popular Sci- 
tnce Monthly for .Tuly. 


Atountlng FhotograpliB. 


Amateur photographers are often so 
Bituated that they must mount their 
own prints or leave them scattered 
about exposed to the danger of getting 
lost, torn or disfigured. The proper 
paste for mounting them Is supposed 
to be unobtainable, save through ex- 
pert hands, and for this reason many 
valuable and interesting 
prints 
are 
wasted. The very best paste for mount- 
ing prints Is made from ordinary laun- 
dry etarch, not the sort that comes In 
packages and 
is 
recommend«d 
for 
glossing, but the common kind. 
Put a 
heaping teaspoonful of this In a tin 
vessel, pour on a very little cold water 
\o dissolve it, then add water enough, 
to make It quite thin. Have ready a 
little boiling water, then stir this into 
the starch paste until tho mixture first 
grows milky-looking, then transparent 
and thick. 
Allow this to stand until 
It Is cool and use at once as a paste 
for mounting prints. 
Apply with a 
rather thin, flat brush. 
Do not use any 
more than is required to coat the paper, 
and be specially careful to leave no 
lumps or puddles on the surface. Lift 
the print carefully and place it on the 
card in precisely the position required. 
Commence at one edge and gently press 
the print with a paper cutter, or, for 
lack of that, a silver knife. This will 
remove all air bubbles and cause the 
print to adhere firmly to the card. Some 
paper requires rolling and burnishing; 
this may be done at any time, but it Is 
better to u'se paper than does not need.

THE IRON CHANCELLOR. 


PRINCE BISMARCK'S LIFE WAS ONE 
LONG COMBAT. 


Picture of Gorinauy'« Ornntl Old 


IMiin—From tho Moment lie Kniorod 
rublio Ijifo Ho rouRht for Ills View»— 
Ul8 Dally Habits Wore Very Simple. 
A sketch of Bismarck when lie was 
iu England has been left by the band 
of an English statesman, then aud af- 
terward associated with bim iu the 
settlemeut of the affairs of Europe. 
* Though not to be described as a 
handsome nuin," 
says this limner, 
*'Bismarck's coiintenance was strik- 
ing; a brow of much intellectual de- 
velopment and a massive jaw. 
He 
was tall, 
broad-shoulder oil, with a 
slender waist. 
His glance was pene- 
trating and his smile a winning one. 
He was of an original, not to say ec- 
centric turn of mind. 
He was a fa- 
vorite in English society, for he pos- 
sessed every quality that there con- 
duces to success. Of noble family and 
distinguished appearance, a dead shot 
aud a consumniiite rider, he won the 
men. 
The iadi'es also approved of 
him as an excellent waltzer, while ho 
mixed with a badinage gayly cynical a 
touo that could appeal i^i'eesj^ocially 
to theiji^ex,'* 
At tlTe same time he 
was little subject to feminine beauty, 
and it has been repeatedly declared 
that throughout all his long life, no 
serious scandal with wo^vnen ever at- 
tached it-eelf to his ñaine. 
Ho hated 
clever women, 
though he acknowl- 
edged that he Avas greatly charmed 
with Queen Victoria as one of ''the 
wisest stateswomen of the time." 
" I 
am not at all fond of women who med- 
dle with politics/' he said ou another 
occasion referring to Mme. Adam, 
"nothing can be more terrible than 
Ciloset intrigues which you cannot g(^t 
at and control." 


It was in 1889 that the German peo- 
ple were suddenly startled with the 
news of a most serious chancellor cri- 
sis. 
Hitherto these 
so-called 
cri- 
ses had always been created by a 
threat ou the part of the Prince to re- 
sign unless he had his own way—a 
threat which had always proved an ef- 
fective measure in "getting his own 
way*' with tho old Emperor. 
But 
William II, the new aud ambitious 
young sovereign,treated this threat as 
a worn out old formula, and then even 
went so far as to express astonishment 
when the Prince did not carry it put. 
The chancellor, hoist, so to speak, 
with his own petard, yielded to the 
inevitable, aud laid down the trust 
that had so long been his. The ofíicial 
"funeral," the sudden termination to 
this grand aud historical career of 
more than a quarter of a century, has 
been graphically described. 


To Friedrichsruh Prince Bismarck 
retired and, described by one of his 
visitors, "his life, as in the case of 
Jjuther and Goethe, shows that it is 
just the domestic and family side 
which furnishes a suitable frame to 
the statesman's jncture. 
An atmos- 
phere of serenity, tranquillity and 
grandeur pervades the rooms in which 
Prince Bismarck lives with his rela- 
tives and friends, and in Avhich he re- 
ceives his countrymen from every part 
of the Fatherland." 


The Bismarck of 1898 fully looked 
his age of eighty-three years, except 
for his wonderfully keen and pene- 
trating eyes, Avhich retained their old- 
time leonine and fiery gaze. 
The 
rest of the face was mummy-like aud 
shrivelled. 
The skin was like parch- 
ment, the grasp of his hand feeble aud 
trembling, his voice shaky and tremu- 
lous, and the great body somewhat 
shrunken. 
But his miud showed no 
decay, and when he said something 
characteristically sarcastic or humor- 
oud, those wondrous eyes of his would 
twinkle and shine. 


Practically up to tho last hours of 
his life be maintained a keen interest 
iu liolties, especially home politics. 
The last Reichstag elections, for in- 
stauce, claimed more of his attention 
than the war between Spain and the 
United otates. 
German politics, in- 
tricate and involved as they are, ho 
had at his fingers' ends. 
Tariff ques- 
tions were his especial study. 


Every morning his secretary wont 
through the mass of newspapers and 
periodicals received, and blue pen- 
cilled all articles which he believed 
would interest his chief. 


His daily habits -were simple, ' Ho 
was always a late riser and of recent 
years, owing to his inability to sleep 
until late at night, he often did not 
get up until 11 o'clock or later. 


In fine weather and with health per- 
mitting, he would ride through the 
l^rge aud beautiful forest on his es- 
tate in tho early hours of the after- 
noon. 
This Avas one of the great 
events at Friedrichsruh, the whole 
population gathering at the principal 
gate of his park to see him off nnd to 
cheer. 
But it had been some time 
since he Avas able to take this ride.

THE TORPEDO IN WAR. 


Its Disastrous KlTect in an Kncoxiiiter Oft 
the Coast of Chili. 


One of the conspicuous elements of 
the torpedo's value is the fear which 
its use excites. 
The fact that its lo- 
cation is secret and its 
attacks well- 
nigh irresistible gives it a power of 
intimidation out of all proportion to 
its actual potency aud makes fleets un- 
willing to face it. 
It caused terror 
and demoralization 
at the battle of 
Lissa,and later,in the Franco-German 
war of 1871, the French fleet was ac- 
tually frightened out of Prussian ports 
by the rumor and belief 
that uumer- 
ous torpedoes had been planted for 
their reception. 
A striking 
instance 
of the effectiveness of the torpedo is 
found in the sinking of the Blanco 
Encalada in Chili from injuries thus 
inflicted- during the 
revolution of 
1891. 
The whole of President Bal- 
maceda's fleet present had joined the 
insurgents when suddenly his 
two 
swift torpedo vessels, the Lynch and 
Condell, arrived at Valparaiso. 
They 
were armed with two 14-pounder guns 
and four torpedo tubes. 
They imme- 
diately attacked the Blanco Encalada, 
and the ironclad was taken completely 
by surprise. 
She had no protective 
net out, and no guard boats were'pa- 
trolling, while a portion of the 
crew 
was on shore. 
After two or three 
futile attempts the Lynch approached 
the Encalada 
within 
50 yards and 
discharged a torpedo, 
which struck 
the ironclad abreast the engine room. 
The explosion was tremendous. Many 
were killed, and the ship keeled over 
and sank in five minutes. 
The tor- 
pedo used carried a charge of 
about 
50 pounds of guncotton, 
Neithex of 
the attacking boats was injured, and 
this fact and the demonstration that 
such a charge of guncotton striking a 
vessel in a vital part is 
irresistible, 
combined to give to the torpedo a 
prominence iu naval equipment 
and 
warfare which it had not before pos- 
sessed, — Frank 
Leslie's

Monthly,

stroll up the Prado aud about the les- 
ser streets as he has perhaps ever en- 
countered iu fl( like distance anywhere. 
To me the most interesting hour in 
the day in one of those antique towns 
is in the very early morning, when 
the place is just getting awake and 
the hucksters are coming iu. 


These country people arrive in all 
sorts of ways for the daily market. 
One group comes afoot,with 
tremen- 
dously heavy loads of fruits and vege- 
tables carelessly balanced 
on their 
heads or swung on their backs. Here 
is a swarthy fellow leading a horse 
bearing capacious reeded panniers of 
fruits aud stalks of sugarcane. 


Lumbering waius cyme 
straining 
into town, drawn 
by heavy-necked 
yokes with restraining nose-hitches. 
A four-team of these cattle and their 
great cart will alone block the aver- 
age side street, so the country ox- 
carts rarely get very far into town. 
When two of them meet there is an 
ably conducted debate on road rights 
and considerable native profanity, An 
ambulating haystack adds a ijictur» 
esqiie touch to the scene and a breath 
from the 
fields. 
As the diminutive 
horse under the load s^vings down the 
•way the grass ofteu 
brushes 
the 
houses on either side and crowds the 
footmen to the extremity of the eight- 
een-inch sidewalks,—Woman's

CUBAN 
FORESTS, 


Aniuunenso Amouut of Viiluablo Timber 
Land in tho Island, 


Cuba still possesses sixteen miHiou 
acres of virgin forest abounding in 
valuable timber, none of which is use- 
ful as coarse construction 
lumber, 
while • nearly every foot would be 
salable in tho United States and bring 
high prices. 
Cuban mahogany and 
cedar are particularly 
well knoAvn in 
the United States. 
The mahogany is 
very hard and shows a handsome 
grain, and is preferred by many to 
any other variety in common use. 
The momeht Spain drops the reins of 
government in Cuba and trade rela- 
tions 
are 
re-established with 
the 
States, there will be a movement both 
inward and outward of forest products 
which will have a beneficial effect up- 
on the industry in both countries. 


First to feel the force of this move- 
ment towards rehabilitating Cuba will 
be the lumbering interests of 
the 
south Atlantic and gulf coasts. 
Prior 
to three years ago they looked upon 
Cuba as an excellent 
outlet for the 
coarse end of the mill cuts, and since 
that market has been closed to permit 
the prosecution of a most hideous and 
revolting war, 
the coarser grades of 
yellow pine produced at coast points 
have been marketed with ^reat diffi- 
culty and seldom at a profit. 
It is 
unfortunately true that Cuba will be 
unable to realize so promptly from a 
movement to re-e'itablish her mahog- 
any and cedar trade, for it is claimed 
by prominent operators 
that the in- 
dustry has been so completely crippled 
by the ravages of war that a period of 
time running from twelve to eighteen 
months will be required 
before logs 
can be landed at ports in this country. 
It is hoped that all this may be ac- 
complished without shedding an addi- 
tional drop of blood. 
Prior to the 
•war the annual net revenue of Cuba 
was $80,000,000. With peace restored 
it would hardly be better than $50^- 
000,000.—Lumbe. man's Review. 


Heatinff Capabilities of Wood. 


From time immemorial 
soft wood 
has been regarded as comparatively 
valueless for heating purposes. 
Hard 
wood has brought high prices and has 
been m much greater demand than 
soft, on account of this generally pre- 
vailing 
notion. 
Experiments -with 
woods of various sorts have demon- 
strated that the linden, which is one 
of the softest of woods, gives 
tho 
greatest amount of heat. 
The value 
of other woods in their order, as as- 
certained, is as follows: "Fir 
with 
0.99 heating po;iver; next follow tho 
elm and pine with 0,98; willow, chest- 
nut and larch ^ith 0.97; maple 
and 
spruce fir with 0.96; 
black poplar 
with 0,95; alder and white birch with 
0.94 only; then comes tbe hard oak 
with 0,92; tbe locust and the white 
beech with 0.91, and the red 
beech 
with 0.90. 
Hence hard wood 
heats 
the least," 
It is one of the remark- 
able facts of the day that so many 
theories that have been held for many 
years are fast giving way before the 
critical.analyses of science.

rONCE IS A METKOrOLIS. 


FIRST CITY 
CAPTURED 
IN PORTO 
RICO BY THE AMERICANS, 


In ropulatlou It Is tho t-nv|coBt Plnco on 
tlio 
Island, but, Comiuerclally, tt Ts 
Socoiul in Iinpovtunro to San Jtuin—1» 
r r o b a b l y t h o llcHlthlost Spot on IshuuU 
•^Military Notes on Porto Rico, "pre- 
pared by the war department for tho 
information of the army, contains tho 
following description of Ponce; 


A city of 22,000 inhabitants, Avith a 
jurisdiction numbering 47,000, making 
it the most populous on tho island. It 
is situated on tho sotith coast of the 
island, on a plain, about two miles 
from tho seaboard. 
It is tho chief 
town of ihti judicial district of its 
name, and is seventy miles from San 
Juan, 
It is regularly built, tho cen- 
tral part almost exclusively of brick 
houses and the suburbs of wood. 
It 
is tho residence of the military com- 
mander, and tho scat of an oflicial 
chamber of commerce. 


There is an appellate criminal court, 
besides other courts; two churches, 
one Protestant, said to be the only 
one in tho Spanish West Indies, two 
hospitals besides the military hospital, 
a homo of refuge for old and poor, 
two cemeteries, three asylums, several 
casinos, three theatres, a market, a 
municipal public library, three lirst- 
class hotels, three barracks, a park, 
gas works, a perfectly equipped fire 
department, a bank, thermal and nat- 
ural baths, etc. 


Commercially, Ponce is the second 
city of importance on the island. 
A 
line road leads to the port (Playa), 
where all the import ancf export trade 
is transacted, 
Playa has about 5000 
inhabitants, and here are situated the 
custom house, the ofiiice of the cap- 
tain of the port, r-nd all the consular 
offices. 
The port is spacious and will 
hold vessels of twenty-iive feet draft. 


The climate, on account of the sea 
breezes during the day and 
land 
breezes at night, is not oppressive, 
but hot and dry ; and, as water for all 
purposes, including the lire depart- 
ment, is amply supplied by an aque- 
duct 4442 yards long, it is said that 
the city of Ponce is perhaps the health- 
iest place in the whole island. 
There 
is a stage coach to fSan Juan, Maya- 
guez, Guayama, etc. 
There is a rail- 
road to Yauco, a postoffice and a tele- 
graph station. 


It is believed that Ponce was founded 
in 1600 ; it was given the title of villa 
in 1848, and in 1877 that of city. 
Of 
its thirty-four streets the best are 
Mayor, iSalud, Villa, Vives, Marina, 
and Comercio. 
The best squares are 
Principal and Las Delicias, which are 
sepaiated by tho church of Kuestra 
Benora de Guadalupe. 
The church, 
as old as the town itself, began to be 
reconstructed in 1838 and was finished 
in 1847, 
It is eighty-six yards long 
by forty-three broad and has two stee- 
ples, rich altars, and line ornaments. 
The Protestant church is of gothic 
architecture, of galvanized iron out- 
side and wood within; it was built in 
1874, 


The town hall, which also serves as 
a jail, is a gciod two-story building of 
masonry, and was finished in 1877, 
There are two barracks, one for in- 
fantry, with a capacity for 700 men, 
and another for cavalry. 
The former 
was constructed in 1849 and is two 
stories high, while the latter is a one- 
story structure belonging to the muni- 
ciiml council. 


The military hospital, of masonry, 
is situated on Castillo street, and has 
a capacity for seventy ijattents. 
The 
smallpox and pestilential hospitab-are 
more simple and are situated outside 
the city limits. 
The albergue de Tri- 
cocho (hospital) was built with money 
left by Valentin Tricoche for this pur- 
pose in 1863. 
It is in the northern 
part of the town, is built of masonry 
on the doric order, with a porch si;p- 
l^orted by doric columns. 
It has a 
capacity for sixty persons. 


The Damas asylum is built of ma- 
sonry, with an elegant porch, iron 
gate and garden at its entrance. 
It is 
maintained by money left by various 
persons and by other charitable means, 
and will accommodate twelve men and 
twelve women, having besides four 
beds designed for sick seamen. 


The theatre is called the Pearl and 
it deserves this niinie, for it is the 
finest on the island. 
It has a sculp- 
tured porch, on the Byzantine order, 
with graceful columns. 
It is mostly 
built of iron and marble and cost over 
70,000 pesos. 
It is 
fifty-two 
yards 
deei^ by twenty-nine wide. 
The in- 
side is beautiful, tho boxes and seats 
roomy and nicely decorated. 
It may, 
by a mechanical arrangement, be con- 
verted into a dancing hall. 


About one and one-eighth 
miles 
northeast of the town are the Quin- 
tana thermal baths, in a building sur- 
rounded by pretty gardens. 
They are 
visited by sulierers from rheumatism 
and various other diseases, 


Tho city of Ponce proper has po 
military defenses, but in the hills to 
the north of the town a series of earth 
inti-enchuients have lately been con- 
structed, 
West of Ponce, "wheie the 
railroad and military road touch the 
shore, 
earthworks have been 
con- 
structed to gua.'d this strategic point, 
There are about thirty mountain how- 
itzers in Ponce available for defenso 
of the city and the railroad.
